position to enter into further negotia- 
tions with the government in the event 
the project is found to be feasible.

The purpose of this article, which is the last of the serics, relative to 
the organization methods and management of the Edmonton Portland 
Cement Co., Limited, is to explain briefly the system of management up- 
on which this institution is established. 


The first step was carefully considered and permanent plans made. 
Plans are as necessary to the successful development of a business propo- 
sition as architecture is to building. The plans of the Edmonton Port- 
land Cement Company have been so fully discussed in these articles as 
to call for no more than summarizing here. 


All the plans of management adopted by the Edmonton Portland 
Cement Company have been adjusted to two fundamental. propositions: 

1. The property owned by the Company. 

2. The Portland Cement market in the Northwest. 

It has been like a simple problem in Arithmetic put this way: 

At what cost can Portland Cement be manufactured from the mater- 
ials owned by the Edmonton Portland Cement Company? At what price 
can it be sold in this market? What profit can the shareholders expect 
from the operation of this business? What should the shares be worth in 
one year or more? And by what method can this business proposition be 


successfully worked out? 


The first three of these four questions have been fully answered and 
explained heretofore. The Edmonton Portland Cement Company can 
manufacture Portland Cement from the materials which it owns for 78 
cents a barrel as determined by Messrs. R. D. Hassan and T. J. Klossoski. 
Portland Cement can be sold in this market indefinitely for at least $3.05 
per barrel; the price in this market being the Eastern mill price, plus the 
freight rate to this district. The shares of the Edmonton Portland Ce- 
ment Company should be worth $200 in one year, because the Company 
should pay a dividend of 40 per cent. on its shares and their book value 
will be at least $200 per share. 


The purpose of this article is to explain briefly the business methods 
by which these results, so satisfactory to the shareholders, can be ob- 


tained.

The plans for the battery of seven great buildings have been practic- 
ally decided upon and drawings of the plant will be published in the Ed- 
monton daily papers within a few days.

Regina, working on practically the same municipal system as is 
in vogue in Edmonton, has arrived at the same place as Edmonton 
on the water question. 

Regina e’ects a council who appoint a commissioner at a salary 
of $6,000 a year to manage the city’s utilities. Regina people have to 
go into the basement to get a drink of water. And yet the commis- 
sioner holds his job. Regina has a Dominion exhibition scheduled 
for July and August and faces the possibility of entertaining thou- 
sands of visitors without an adequate water supply. The difficulty 
is caused by delay. Pipe lines which should have been laid last sum- 
mer are not yet commenced, and there is nothing to show that they 
are to be commenced before the Dominion fair. 

How like Edmonton, where, after an expenditure of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars and with a ten-thousand-dollar commissioner 
who has had absolute control for a year and who has been denied 
nothing by the ratepayers, citizens are unable to get drinking water 
clear enough to-see through a glassful, and sometimes can get no 


water at all.
